Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—Pres­ 
ident Harding declare« that the 
pres­ 
ent orgy of governmental 
extravag­ 
ance is the child of the Democrat an 1 
seeks to lay it on the doorstep 
of 
the Democratic party. 
It might 
be 
well to briefly review a few of 
the 
facts that are 
familiar 
to all—they 
tell their own story. 
In 1859 the expenditure« of the gov­ 
ernment amounted to $2 per person; 
from that time until 191G there elaps­ 
ed 56 years; during 5 of which 
the 
Democrats controlled all branches 
of 
the Government at the 
same 
time. 
During the remainder of the time the 
Republicans 
were in 
a position 
to 
make leigslation 
or prevent it. 
Ex­ 
penditures grew' 
so rapidly in 
that 
period that by 1916 the cost was $10 
per capita. 
The 51st Congress 1889- 
90, Republican in both branches, was 
so extravagant that it was called the 
billion dollar Congress and was suc­ 
ceeded by a Democratic House, though 
the Senate remained Republican. 
In 1917 the war began and the bills 
had to be paid; that CongTes* was so 
close that the Democrats 
controlled 
the Senate by a narrow margin and 
in the House* neither party had a ma­ 
jority; th«* Democrats elected Champ 
Clark Speaker by 
reason of his se­ 
curing four out of five 
independent 
votes, and by reason the

obligations,

it. • He not only admits, hut boasts, 
that the treaty "preserves 
all 
the 
rights and interest of United States 
under the Versailles treaty.” Under it 
"we secure every advantage 
that the 
United States desires to secure 
and 
have not been asked to make any con­ 
cessions that will 
be em barrassing". 
We are “left absolutely free in regard 
to a««uming any ohligations under the 
Versailles treaty.” 
Who would ask us to make conceas- 
ions and to assume ohligations 
and 
responsibilities of the Versailles trea­ 
ty? 
Certanily Germany would 
not 
ask us to execute the treaty and we 
have ignored our former war associ­ 
ates with whom . our representatives 
framed the treaty. 
We are free 
be­ 
cause we are strong enough to do as 
we please, regardless of our moral ob­ 
ligations and the rights and interests 
of others. 
The making of this treaty is one of 
the most unscrupulous assertions 
of 
the right of might in history and Sen­ 
ator Lodge’s speech is a crass and im­ 
pudent defense of it. 
Can we afford to repudiate our m or­ 
al obligations? 
Can we who erected 
the banner of right and justice 
in 
the war afford to make brutal self-in­ 
terest supported by might our rule of 
conduct? 
The law of right is inex­ 
orable. Its violation brings heavy pen­ 
alties. The ratification of this treaty, 
followed by the seizing of its advant­ 
ages and privilege*» and the repudiat­ 
ing of the obligations and responsi­ 
bilities will make the fall of the U nit­ 
ed States in the esteem of mankind, 
who will trust 
us hereafter?—Po«t-

se rv e —almost as if Britain were not 
I absolutely certain that the great trag- 
;edy had ended.

The latest lifting of the ban shows 
secret details of the great 
"M ystery 
Port", one of the most im portant of all 
British war enterprises, but so care­ 
fully concealed, even 
from 
English- 
jmen, thousands living within a 
few 
¡miles were ignorant of the*port’s real 
character until long after the Armis­ 
tice, and many actually resident in the 
city, which sprang up by magic where 
a marsh had been about it, did not 
have the least idea as to the im port­ 
ance to the war of the community in 
which they lived. 
This port is Richborough, 
on 
the 
Kentish ( oast, between Sandwich and 
Ram«gate. 
From Sandwich several of 
the earliest 
Massachusetts 
families 
emigrated to America, and Ramsgate 
is a summer resort. 
This is one of Great Britain’s most 
historic sections. 
Antiquarians 
es­ 
pecially delight in it, for it has been 
th escene of the discovery 
of 
many 
Roman relics. 
At ;he time of the be­ 
ginning of the war it was principally 
characterized 
by 
a 
large 
area of 
marshland. 
Its river is the Stour. 
The Stour was diverted and 
im­ 
mense docks built, one of them being 
not less than 2200 feet long, abutting 
on a splendid basim. 
At this 
and 
other docks 
immense 
steel 
barges 
were loaded for the trip across Chan­ 
nel to the French ports of debarkation 
and on these barges and the manifold 
other craft constructed in the 
great 
yards, bought or commandeered 
for 
this war service, nearly all the British 
artillery and supplies were carried. « 
Much has been said about the super­ 
iority of German ports ovei* Liverpool 
and Southampton in the way of dock 
and other machine facilities. No Ger­ 
man port ever was 
better equipped 
than 
Richborough. 
Its cranes 
and 
transporters were 
plentiful, of 
im­ 
mense capacity and all electrically op­ 
erated. 
Eight 
miles 
of 
special 
railway 
tracks were laid to serve 
the docks 
Ialone and a shipyard was established 
w'here nothing had existed prior to 
the war except salt marsh. 
Electri­ 
cal power was produced from a 
cen­ 
tral station, a fine road was built to 
Ramsgate and, presently, the port was 
the principal British terminal for that 
train-ferry service which war- p rin c ­ 
ipally responsible for the efficiency 
of 
¡British transportation of war 
m ater­ 
ial in France. 
The barges of this ferry were enor- 
imous and could take an entire train 
I of the short "wagons’ or freight cars 
¡in which the British railways tran s­ 
port that which we would call freight 
¡and they call "goods.” 
The immense 
importance 
of th ;s 
¡port to the final victory of the all'«*' 
may be estimated when I say that not 
¡less than one-third of 
all shipment'« 
¡made from England to any of the war 
zone«, including, of course, th at 
of 
France and Belgium, were made from 
Richborough. 
In one month, that of 
October, 1918, the ferries going 
out 
of Richborough carried 132,000 
tons 
of supplies. 
; 
In 1918, 
when 
the 
British 
and 
French suffered such disaster—in 
the 
1 last week 
of 
March—the 
army 
of 
Britain and much of that of France 
was re-equipped with an 
almost 
in- 
stantaneus promptitude 
largely 
be­ 
cause of the efficiency of this port. 
Si xhundred guns, which was the to 
tal of the British loss, were replaced 
by new 
ones 
shipped 
from 
Rich­ 
borough in something less than forty- 
eight hours after the beginning 
of 
the British knowledge of th** great 
disaster. 
This was only one of the astonish­ 
ing feats of shipment which gave lus­ 
ter to the name of Richborough in the 
minds of the select few privileged to 
know that such a port existed. 
It is an extraordinary thing 
that 
the Germans apparently never got a 
real inkling of the importance of this 
port, despite the acknowledged per­ 
fection of their spy service. Of cour e, 
Richborough was well equopped with 
air defense facilities, but it was not 
called upon to use them, for at 
no 
time did it suffer serious attacks by 
Zeppelins or 
airplanes, 
although 
it 
was, of course, ’within easy reaching 
distance of them. 
The vessels constructed in the Rich­ 
borough yards were of the most pure­ 
ly utilitarian 
character—the 
barges 
for the train ferry, 
towboats, large 
and small; rescue tugs, tugs of 
the- 
"Dance” variety. 
Some of the feats of these big tow- 
boats during the war were most as­ 
tonishing. 
They are now 
offered for 
sale, and

seems to add* nothing to their money

ters of the world, for they were sent 
to be on call wherever 
ships 
were 
likely to be put into distress by Ger­ 
many’s ruthless submarines. 
One notable feat was that of the 
St. Columb. 
It towed the torpedoed 
armored cruiser Weymouth, feared to 
be in a sinking condition, a great dis­ 
tance to safety in the Adriatic. 
The 
story of that feverish effort, in which 
men and 
machinery co-ordinated as 
they have not done so many times in 
history, has become 'a tradition in the 
war history of the British Merchant 
Marine. 
With 
this termendous load 
behind her on steel cables and in by 
no means the best of weather, the St. 
Columb managed to achieve an aver­ 
age of six knots per hour, while her 
crew was ever ready for attack 
by 
submarine. 
The 
steel barges 
built 
at 
Rich­ 
borough have shwon 
themselves ca­ 
pable of heavy cargo service on 
the 
open sea in very bad weather. 
The 
British Channel is a notoriously nasty 
stretch 
of 
water 
and through 
the 
worst of weather on it during the war 
these barges 
frequently 
made 
the 
crossing to France, and some of them 
went all the way to Gallipoli.

said, now, that provided with such su­ 
perstructures, they can

There is no state in the Union 
in 
which 
the different churches 
have 
exerted a more potent and beneficial 
influence. 
Each has filled its particu­ 
lar niche nobly and well, in the ab­ 
sence of which the material things in 
life would never have attained

aries we of today can thank God be­ 
cause of our spiritual 
and material 
blessings. 
As the noble rivers of this 
great State were the only thorough­ 
fares for the exploration of its track­ 
less wilds, the man of God, with un­ 
bounded faith, joined the dauntless lit­ 
tle company who sought a path to the

houses of worship. 
As the little set­

prairie, the itinerant missionary was 
wont to seek out the settlers in their 
new homes and teach them in spiritu­ 
al things. 
Those days of danger and 
trial were made happy, no doubt, by 
the voice of prayer, the hymn 
praise and the spiritual blessings. 
For 50 years and more preceding 
the nineteenth century, 
the Catholic
